With the Ohio “over the hump” at 
! Louisville and falling for the time 
being at Cairo, thousands of volunteer 
plexes workers toiling under the direc— 
tion of U. S. army engineers kept pace 
with the slowly rising Mississippi. 

General Malin Craig, U. S. army 
‘chief of staff directing preparations im 
three corps areas to evacuate 150,000 
miles of threatened lowlands if the 
danger warrants, cautioned against 2. 
panic. 

As the scene of the battle against. 
flood shifted to Memphis, fast becom-- 
ing a refugee colony, cities still inun— 
dated along the Ohio Valley counted 
their dead in ever increasing numbers 
and fought to prevent epidemics. 

Dr. Hugh Rodman _Leavell, health 
commissioner at Louisville, said 130 
persons had been drowned or died of 
maladies directly attributable to the 
flood. The figure, he indicated, would 
grow as search parties entered homes.
